Mr. Macrum stated that his vice con­ 
sul. Mr. Van Ameringen, closed up his

ness, took the oath of allegiance to 
the republic, and went to the front as a 
Burgher. 
The records show that when 
Mr. Van Ameringen applied for appoint­ 
ment as vice consul at Pretoria, lie 
stated that he was born in Holland; 
that his log*I residence was at Pretoria, 
and that he was a natim ilized citizen of 
the South African republic. This ap­ 
plication was dated Pretoria, Nov. 12, 
lass. 
W a s h i n g t o n , Feb. 16.—Representa­ 
tive Wheeler, of Kentucky, introduced 
in the house the following resolution: 
“ Whereas, d iaries E. Macrum, late a 
consul of the government of the United 
States at Pretoria in the Transvaal re­ 
public, over his own signature, chargei 
when this (his), mail was finally for­ 
warded to me after Colonel Stowe, the 
American consul general at Cape Town, 
had secured its release, I had the humili­ 
ation, as the representative of the Amer­ 
ican government, of sitting in my office 
in Pretoria and looking upon envelopes 
bearing the official seal of the American 
government opened and officially sealed 
with a sticker, notifying me that the con­ 
tents had been read by the censor at Dur­ 
ban, and 
“ Whereas, He further states in the 
same articla, ‘when I accepted my post 
as consul I knew nothing of any secret 
alliance between America and Great 
Britain;’ therefore be it 
“ Resolved, By the house, that the sec­ 
retary of state is directed to inform the 
house of representatives if said Charles 
E. Macrum as consul of the American 
government informed the state depart­ 
ment that his official mail had been 
opened and read by the British censor 
at Durban, and if so, what steps, if any, 
have been taken to obtain an explana­ 
tion and apology from the British gov- 
crnment. 
“ Ile is further directed to inform the 
house of representatives w hat truth 
there is iii the charge that a secret alli­ 
ance exists between the republic of the 
United States and the empire of Great 
Britain.” 
The speaker referred the resolution 
to the foreign affairs committee.

The secretary of the treasury is to set apart 
a fund of $150,000,000 in gold for the redemption 
of these notes, and to maintain this fund a in 
figure not below $100,000,000, he is empowered 
to Hell bonds of the United States, bearing in* 
terest at not exceeding 8 per cent. 
It shall also be the duty of tile secretary of 
the treasury as fast as silver dollars are coined 
to retire an equaI amount of treasury notea, 
and to issue silver certificates against tho sip 
verso coined. Under certain provisions, too^ 
gold certificates shall be issued against the 
gold held iii the treasury. The United States 
notes or treasury notes shall bo issmtl in de­ 
nominations of less than $10, and no silver cer­ 


t i f i c a t e of more than $10. Tho secretary of 
the treasury is also authorized to refund the 
bonded debt of tim United States in 80-year 
bonds blaring 2 per cent interest, tile principal 
and interest of tin •so bonds to be paid in gold. 
The 2 per cent bomi* shall be issued at not lese 
than par. 
Any national bank, by depositing with the 
United States bonds of this country, shall 
be permitted to issue circulating notes to the 
face value of the bonds deposited, no bank b^ 
lug allowed to issue circulating notes iii excess 
of the amount of paid iii stock of the lank.
